PROBABLY WILL 
ACCEPT 


Minister Bowen Will Represent 


Venezuela in the Ne- 


gotiations. 


Washington, Dec. 29.—The Vene- 


zuelan, negotiations now wait upon 
President Castro. 
Minister Bowen 


has been fully advised by the state 
department of the result o£ its ex- 
changes with the foreign offices in 
London, Berlin and Borne, and he 
has been charged to take the case in 
hand himself and arrange the details 
of the protocol which will precede the 
submission of the foreign, claims to 
the arbitration of The Hague tri- 
bunal. In so doing Sir. Bowen is 
acting not as United States minister, 
but as Venezuela's representative. 
The officials here wish it to be dis- 
tinctly understood that their func- 
tions censed, so far as the Venezuelan 
difficulty was concerned, when they 
brought the parties to the contro- 
versy together. 


By the latest Venezuelan advices 


it Is noted that President Castro is 
expected at Caracas today and it is 
felt that he will not consume much 
time in making up his mind to accept 
the proposals held 
out to him 


through Minister Bowen by the allied 
powers. 


It now seems probable that Minis- 


ter Bowen will come to Washington 
as Venezuela's representative on the 
commission which will draw up the 
protocol providing for th« submission 
of the claims of the powers to The 
Hague tribunal. It has been decided 
that he may so represent Venezuela, 
notwithstanding the fact that he is 
at present with the interests of Great 
Britain, Germany, Italy atid other 
European powers in Venezuela. As 
soon as he leaves Venezuela this 
charge will pass to Mr. Bussell, the 
secretory and charge of the American 
legation, whose reputation at the 
etate department is that of a thor- 
oughly competent and able official.

of Mr. Bowen will 


cause a postponement of the as- 
sembling of the proposed commission 
until he con arrive here from Cara-

Lord Curzon's State Entry In- 


to the State Capital of 


the Moguls. 


OPENING OF THE DURBAR 


Great Pageant Without Paral- 


lel for Magnificence- 


Elephant Parade 


Delhi, India, Dec. 29.—The vice- 


roy, Lord Curzon, of Kedleston, made 
his state entry today into the capi- 
tal of the moguls. 
This constituted 


the official 
opening of the durbar 


held to celebrate 
the accession of 


King Edward as emperor of India. 


It was a splendid pageant, prob- 


ably unparalleled 
in its magnifi- 


cence. At the head of the elephant 
procession rode Lord and Lady Cur- 
zon on the state "grand tusker," 
twelve feet high, 
the largest ele- 


phant in India. 
HOWDAH DECKED WITH GOLD. 


Their 
howdah 
was dec's ed with 


gold and silver and the elephant it- 
self was almost hidden beneath a 
gold-worked saddle cloth. Surround- 
ing them were footmen in scarlet and 
gold liveries and bearing massive 
silver staves. 
Tho 
duke of Con- 


naught, who represented King Ed- 
ward, and 
the 
duchess of Con- 


naught 
followed. 
Their elephant 


was equally gorgeously comparison- 
cd. 
Then, 
in order of precedence, 


came the Nizam of Hyderabad, the 
Marajah 
of Travancore and other 


ruling chiefs, seventy in all, their 
huge 
elephants forming a line a 


quarter of a mile in length. 
This 


glittering procession started 
from 


the railroad 
station preceded by 


dragoon guards and artillery, 
the 


viceroy's escort, and by heralds and 
trumpters. 
The route was entirely 


lined by British and native troops. 
From the saluting battery, posted 
at the fort commanding the Lahore 
gate, guns thundered out a. royal 
salute as the viceroy passed with the 
heralds and trumpters, sounding at 
intervals spirited fanfares. 
The 


corftsgo passed in front of a. lino of 
150 elephants carrying 
the 
bril- 


liantly dressed retainers of the rul- 
ing chiefs. 


COLOSSAL BEASTS SALUTE. 


The colossal beasts all saluted by 


trumpeting and 
throwing 
their 


trunks in the air, presenting a truly 
imposing sight, and afterward fell 
in lino behind the official procession. 
Huge crowds of on-lookers witnessed 
the spectacle, which it is asserted, 
has never been surpassed in magnifi- 
cence even in this country of oriental 
splendor. 


The 
heralds, 
pursuivants and 


trumpeters who followed the escort 
and immediately preceded the vice 
regal procession -were conspicuous 
by the splendor of their attire. They 
were followed by the newly con- 
stituted imperial cadet corps, com- 
prising thirty Maharajahs. 


The excitement was at fever heat 


us the first elephant, with gold and 
silver howdahs, of the staff officers, 
camo In view and commenced to cir- 
cle around the mosque. The finest 
elephants in Asia passed in front of 
the great Juinma Musjid, the steps 
of which were thronged with dis- 
tinguished personages, including the 
viceroy's 
American 
and 
British 


guests and the delegates from 
the 


colonies and from other parts of the 
empire. 
Tho 
enormous animals 


shuffled slowly by, many of the mas- 
sive howdahs of quaint and rich de- 
sign being surmounted by magnifi- 
cent canopies of gold embroidered 
and jewelled tapostry. 


BBILLIANT WITH GOLD. 


The bodies of the animals were al- 


most hidden by their trappings of 
crimson, purple and gold. Bands of 
gold encircled 
their tusks, golden 


bracelets were in their ankles, gold 
and silver bells were hanging from 
their neck chains 
and' tr.eir heads 


were painted and decorated in every 
conceivable color. The mahouts were 
clad in the brightest attire, as were 
the attendant spearmen, who march- 
ed by the elephants' sides. 


In the rear of the procession rode 


General 
Lord Kitchener, the com- 


mander-in-chief in India, surround- 
ed by a brilliant staff and followed 
by the heads of the provinces, with 
escorts of Indian cavalry, and tribal 
leaders from beyond the border line. 


Down the main street moved the 


cortege, through the lines of salut- 
ing soldiers and 
excited, surging 


salaaming 
throngs of the natives; 


through the ancient city, with the 
balconies and housetops teeming 
dlth life and through thcMorcc gate 
into the open park beyond. 


THE PAGEANT CONCLUDED. 
There, after a four-mile march, the 


elephants of the viceroy and the 
duke of Connaught halted side by 
side and the pageant was concluded 


with the great princes filing by, 
their elephants trumpeting a salute. 


The viceroy •was in state uniform, 


Lady Curson was dresed in grey, the 
duke of Counaught had on a field 
marshal's uniform and the duchess 
of Connaught was attired in blue. 
They received a flattering welcome 
at all points. 


The viceroy and the duke of Con- 


naught subsequently drove to the 
main camp. 


The roads, after the passage of the 


procession, presented 
a scene of 


chaos, as the camel carriages, mule 
carts, landaus, bicycles and bullock 
carts pressed onward in strange con- 
fusion. There were many break- 
downs and many hours elapsed be- 
fore the people were able to return to 
their camps.

FOR HICKSVILLE LINE 


County Commissioners Defer 


Action on New Franchise 


Petition, 


Something of a 
surprise was 


sprung this morning when tiie board 
of county commissioners announced 
its readiness to begin consideration 
of the application of B. S. Robertson, 
W. S. O'Bourke and a number of 
Chicago gentlemen for a franchise 
for an electric railroad connecting 
Fort Wayne and Bryan. As prev- 
iously stated in these columns, the 
application for right-of-way along 
the Maysville road, over which the 
Indiana and Ohio Traction company 
secured a franchise some years ago 
for a lino designed to connect Tole- 
do, Hicksville, Fort Wayne and 
Marion. 


So far as visible results are con- 


cerned, the public has perhaps been 
justified in recently assuming that 
the projectors of the old line had 
abandoned the idea of building, but 
things were given a new light this 
morning when William Kaough ap- 
peared 
before 
the commissioners, 


representing the Indiana and Ohio 
company, to protest 
against the 


granting of the now franchise at this 
time. Mr. Kaough assured the com- 
missioners that the project was by 
no means .dead, and he exhibited 
communications 
in which the old 


company was assured that the money 
necessary to build the line would be 
available by February. Mr. Kaough 
said that something like $10,000 
had already been expended by him- 
self and his associates in making 
surveys, profiles and other prepara- 
tions and he asked that action be 
deferred until later, that the grant 
be not taken away from the Indiana 
and Ohio company just at a time 
when their plans promised to be suc- 
cessful. 


While under the terms of the fran- 


chise the time tor 
beginning the 


work of construction expired some 
months ago, the board has no wish to 
complicate matters, and is disposed 
to treat the old company with abso- 
lute fairness. 
They decided, conse- 


quently, to defer action upon 
the 


Bryan 
petition until a later date. 


Mr. Kaough stated that unless his 
company produced the cash and be- 
gan work at the time indicated In 
the letter, it would retire from the 
field and give the new company un- 
disputed 
right-of-way. 
Attorney 


O'Bourke for the new interests, ac- 
quiesed gracefully in the decision of 
the board.

BACKjN PARIS 


Famous Group Swindlers Re- 


turn to France Under 


Police Guard. 


MOST OF THEM DEFIANT 


Madame Humbert's Daughter 


is Believed the Victim of 


Her Mother, 


Paris, Dec. 29.—The members of 


the Humbert family, who were re- 
cently arrested in Madrid in connec- 
tion with the great safe frauds in 
this city, arrived at the Orleans rail- 
road station here at 7:40 o'clock this 
morning. 
There was no demonstra- 


tion. 
The prisoners wers conducted 


to the Conciergerie prison. 


The arrival of the fugitives was 


devoid of sensational incidents, as 
the French police had chosen an hour 
for their return here -s-hen Paris -s-as 
only half awake. The crowd at the 
railroad station was comparatively 
small, but a large force of police and 
soldiers, mounted and on foot, was 
drawn up in front of the station and 
guarded all the street approaches 
in order to prevent the possibility or 
a popular demonstration. A number 
of the chief functionaries of the pre- 
fecture were on hand to personally 
superintend the prisoners' arrival. 


WEBE KEPT SEPARATED. 


The men imd women of the Hum- 


bert party were kept separate during 
the trip from Madrid to Parts and 
they were brought from the train in 
two separate parties. 
The women 


came first, leaning on the arms of 
officers. 
Madame 
Humbert 
was 


dressed in black and was veiled, but 
she was readily recognized by her 
stout figure. Her young daughter, 
Eva, was the most pathetic looking 
of the women. Madame Humbert was 
followed by her sister, Marie, who did 
not show the bravado sho exhibited 
at Madrid, but was 
pale nna ap- 


peared disconsolate. Frederick Hum- 
bert, Madame Humbert's husband, 
looked completely broken down. Bo- 
main D'Aurlgnac 
and 
his 
wire, 


Emlle, maintained the calm, defiant 
attitude they had shown throughout. 
M. D'Aurignac still wore a Spanish 
beard, which had served him as iv 
disguise. 


The party passed through double 


lines of police to the carriages in 
waiting. Detachments of mounted 
police officers surrounded the vehi- 
cles, which were driven at a rattling 
pace through the gathering crowds 
to the conciergerie, where minute 
preparations had been made to receive 
the prisoners. 


ALL PABIS ABSOBBED. 


The return of the 
Humberts 
to 


Paris is the absorbing topic for dis- 
cussion throughout the city, indeed, 
throughout France, as no event since 
the return of Dreyfus has aroused 
such intense interest. 
All classes 


of society are equally Interested, as 
the Humberts' operations were so 
colossal and so interwoven with somo 
of the foremost personages In France 
that their return -was viewed with 
apprehension. Crowds from all parts 
of the city were ready to assemble 
at the station and give the prisoners 
a disorderly reception, but the secrecy 
of the police baffled the plans of tne 
mobs and permitted the Humberts 
to be landed silently and swiftly in- 
side the grey walled conciergerie. 


The public had doubted the sin- 


cerity of the government in ever at- 
tempting to bring back the fugitives, 
owing to the political 
find 
socln* 


shock which was sure to follow, but 
the arrival of the prisoners Is now 
generally accepted as showing the 
purpose of the authorities to spare 
no means for the prosecution and 
punishment 
of the 
accused. The

Humberts have not yet 
been an- 


nounced. 
THINK DAUGHTEB A VICTIM. 
Owing to the belief of the author- 


ities that Eva Humbert was the in- 
nocent victim o£ her mother's opera- 
tions they proposed to entrust her 
to the custody of her grandmother, 
Madame Gustavo Humbert, widow of 
the former minister of justice in the 
De Treycinet cabinet, but Mile. Eva 
positively declined the proposal, de- 
claring her purpose to remain with 
her mother in prison. 
The attitude 


of the girl excites universal sympa- 
thy. 


GIBL TAKEN HOME. 


Later In the day Eva Humbert was 


given in charge of her grandmother, 
who prevailed upon the child to ac- 
company her to her home. 


The judges during the day inter- 


rogated Bomain D'Aurignac and 
other members of the family.

was confined to questions of iden- 
tity. The Judges did not enter upon 
the merits of tho case, as Mme. Hum- 
bert and the other chief figures were 
too overcome with excitement and 


fatigue. Mme. Humbert complained 
of feeling sick 
and a doctor was 


hastily summoned, but he said there 
was nothing serious in her condi- 
tion. 


The police continue their

precautions against the possibilities 
ot a suicide. Everything which could 
be used for self-destruction was taken 
from the prisoners.

upon the famous ''ouster" 


cases in which Justice Skelton 
and 


Justice Strass seek to compel Justics 
France and Justice Tancey to vacate 
their offices. The public is quite fa- 
miliar with the circumstances under 
which the proceedings have 
been 


brought, and while there was pre- 
sumed to be a strenuous public in« 
terest in the matter, 
the crowd of 


listeners today was not a large one. 
About two hours were devoted 
to 


the case this morning, when a recess 
was necessary from the fact that sev- 
eral attorneys in the case had mat- 
ters in the circuit court which 
de- 


manded their presence and further 
argument upon the justice cases was 
deferred until 3 o'clock this after- 
noon. At that hour Judge Heatoa 
again took up the case, and it is still 
in progress. 


FBANCE CASE FIBST. 


There was considerable discussion 


when court opened today as to which 
of the cases should have precedence 
and Judge Heaton was inclined 
to 


hear them together. Attorneys as- 
serted, however, that there were dif- 
ferent circumstances involved 
in 


each and the France case was first 
taken up, the argument being upon 
the defendant's demurrer to the com- 
plaint filed by Justice 
Skelton. 


Judge Hench, council for 
Justice 


France, had filed the demurrer, set- 
ting forth that the court had no jur- 
isdiction upon the subject matter of 
the (u.Utm; iltti.1 Uie i;laiuii2 had so 
legal capacity to sue; that Messrs. 
Strass and Tancey wera necessary 
parties to the action and should 
have been joined; that the court hag 
no jurisdiction of the person of th« 
defendant, and that the complaint 
does not state facts sufficient to con- 
stitute a cause of action. 


Judge Hcncli for the defendant op- 


ened the argument 
this morning, 


citing authorities and 
advancing 


argument in defense of his claim 
that the statute which provided for 
the reduction of the number of jus- 
tices in Wayne township was uncon- 
stitutional and he was followed by 
J. B. Harper for Mr. Skelton. 
Mr. 


Harper's effort was directed toward 
showing the validity of the law. 
Judge Olds followed briefly along 
similar lines. 


The question of the court's Juris- 


diction was not touched upon at tha 
morning 
session, but it will un- 


doubtedly come up this afternoon, 
when a number of points which are 
undeniably involved in both of tha 
cases will be taken up at length. 
Bepresenting Taiicey are Messrs. 
Breen & Morris, while J. B. Harper, 
T. W. Wilson and Judge Olds ap- 
pear for Messrs. Skelton and Strass. 
The Tancey case is before the court 
simply as a motion to dismiss tho 
information. 
No demurrer has yet

pital Sunday. 


Very Rev. Aug-ast Bernard Oech- 


tering-, rector of St. Joseph's Catholic 
church at Mishawaka, and dean of 
the Mishawaka district of the Fort 
Wayne diocese, died Sunday after- 
noon at 2:45 o'clock at St. Joseph' 
hospital. 
Father 
Oechterlng 
was 


brought to the 
hospital 
several 


weeks ago and underwent nu opera- 
tion for abdominal 
trouble. 
Until 


about two weeks ago his condition 
seemed to improve, but cancer of the 
stomach developed and it was tTien 
announced that he could not recover: 


Extreme unction was administered 


Saturday morning; by Rev. J. H. 
Qechteriug-, who, 
with 
the 
dead 


priest's only sister, Miss Rose Oech- 
tering, was at his 
bedside 
when 


death came. His other relatives are 
Miss Antoinette Oechtering-, of this 
city, and Mrs. William Shindle, or 
Lafayette, who are cousins. 


The blessing 
of 
the body took 


place this morning in the hospital 
chapel, Rev. J. E. Oechtering, offi- 
ciating. The services was attended 
by all the priests of the city, who 
also accompanied the remains to the 
Lake Shore depot. Kev. J. H. Oech- 
tering, Miss Bose Oechtering and Fu- 
neral Director Schonc accompanied 
the remains to Hishawaka. 


The funeral v.-ill take place 
on 


Wednesday morning at 9 o'clock at 
St. Joseph's church. 
Rev. J. 
H. 


Oechtering will say high mass, and 
Bishop Alerding will preach a short 
sermon. It is expected that the fu- 
neral will 
be the occasion of the 


gathering of nearly the entire clergy 
of the diocese. 


HISTORY OF HIS LIFE. 


P.ev. Oechtering 
was 
born 
In 


Rheinc, diocese of Muenster, West- 
phalia, Germany, on September S, 
1837, his parents being wealthy and 
influential people of that city. 
He 


took a classical and literary course 
in the college r.t Hhcine, and was 
graduated in 1858, coming to Amer- 
ica a few months afterward. Ho was 
sent to Mt. St. Mary's seminary In 
Cincinnati by Bishop Luehrs, finish- 
ing his course there in 1861. 


On May 7 of that year he wan 


ordained by Bishop Luehrs at the 
Cathedral, being the first to receive 
holy orders in the Cathedral and in 
the diocese. Father Oechteriii£ cele- 
brated his Srst :ar.ss in St. 3J.iry"s 
church and was soon afterward as- 
signed to Delphi, having charge or 
several missions in that vicinity. He 
built a new church and school build- 
ing and remained at Delphi until De- 
cember 22, 18G5, when he was senT 
to Avilla, where he remained until 
1867. His charge at Avilla included 
missions 
in 
several 
surrounding 


counties and he built a nexv church 
at Waterloo, rebuilt the church at 
Avilla, besides establishing a number 
of missions. 


Father Oechtering was sent 
to 


Mishawaka in May, 1867. and the 
remainder of his life was spent as 
pastor of St. Joseph's church. 
He 


was made dean of Die Mishawaka 
district in 1SP2 by Bishop Dwenger, 
and was made irremovable rector tiy 
Bishop Rademacher on December 27, 
1898. 
Father Oechtering celebrate;! 


his silver jubilee in. 188G and it was 
one of the most notable events in the 
history of the diocese. He was of- 
fered the charge of the church at 
Hunting-ton in 1879, but preferred 
to remain at Mishawaka. 


In 1864 Father Oechtering visited 


Europe in company with 
Bishop 


Luehrs. remaining there six mouths, 
and again in 1875, when he visited 
his old home and traveled 
exten- 


sively, visiting Rome, where he hail 
an audience with the pope, Pius IX. 


Father Oechtermg was one or the 


most highly educated priests in the 
Fort Wayne diocese and devoted a 
great deal of his time to the estab- 
lishing and betterment of schools In 
his charges. He was one of Bishop 
Bwenger's chief lieutenants in build- 
ing up a school system in the Fort 
Wayne diocese that is said to be ono 
of the finest in America. 


Father Oechtering attracted much 


attention about a year ago by his 
reply to a letter written Tby 
Arch- 


bishop Ireland in which the latter 
rleprocated the Catholic criticism of 
the government's course in the Phil- 
ippines. 
Father Oechteriug upheld 


the right of Catholics and others to 
expres:; their opinions if they dis- 
sented from the government's policy, 
iind the letter attracted attention all 
over the country. 


The death of Rev. Oechtering Is the 


fourth among the clergy or this dio- 
cese in the past year. 
The otners 


were Rev. Julius Beckes, Very Rev. 
H. J. Meissner, of Peru, and 
Rev. 


Ganzer. There have also been rour 
clenths nmong His 
priests 
of the 


Order of the Holy 
Cross at Notre 


Dame. 


enough

Governor Thinks He Did Not 


Exert Himself to Pro- 


tect Dillard, 


Indianapolis, Dec. 29.—The official 


head of John S. Dudley, deposed 
sheriff of Sullivan county, remains in 
the basket. Governor Durbin yester- 
day gave out the information that 
he will refuse to reinstate, Dudley^ 
and that the notification to that effeA 
has-been sent to Dudley at his home 
in Sullivan. 


The decision of the governor was 


not unexpected. 
The burden of the 


evidence presented at the hearing of 
the former sheriff was unfavorable 
to his petition for reinstatement. 
It 


was not shown at the hearing that 
Dudley exercised all possible care in 
protecting the life of the negro. 
James Dillard, from the Sullivan 
mob, 
and it was shown by sworn 


statements of people from Bobinson, 
111., from which place the negro was 
taken by Dudley and his posse, that 
the negro was taken to Indiana with- 
out his consent. 
Witnesses also 


swore that members of the sheriff's 
posse had entered sa'ions in that 
town and that the sheriff himself had 
visited one place. A great deal of 
the 
evidence adverse to Dudley's 


liopes was brought out by the severe 
cross-questioning of the governor, 
who handled the witnesses with all 
the shrewdness and technical knowl- 
edge of a trained criminal lawyer. 


DILLABD'S CRIMES. 


Dudley's misfortune grew out of 


the rape of two women living near 
Sullivan by a negro who called him- 
self James Dillard. 
After 
abusing 


and maltreating one woman who 
lived near Sullivan, he fled, and on 
his way to Illinois committed the 
same crime upon another. The whole 
community became aroused to tho 
point of lynching upon the instant. 
The country was scoured for 
the 


brute, but he made his escape over 
tho line into Illinois. Officers were 
or. the watch there, however, nr.d ho | 
was caught and incarcerated in the | 
jail at Bobinson, near the border. 
| 


Sheriff Dudley, with a posse, went 


to Bobiuson, where tho negro was 
identified ns the man wanted, and de- 
manded him. 
Dillard was surren- 


dered to Dudley, who promised tho 
negro that he should not be brought 
back to Indiana at once, but would 
be taken to Marshall, 111., where the 
mob would not get him. 
Dillard 


then abated his appeal to the protec- 
tion of the law of Illinois and went 
with Dudley, who, instead of taking 
the negro to Marshall, returned in a 
roundabout way to Sullivan county, 
Ind. 


News of tho negro's return pre- 


ceded the coming of the sheriff, and 
when Sullivan was reached a mob 
gathered, dragged the negro from the 
carriage and lynched him. The gov- 
ernor holds that the testimony clear- 
ly shows that Sheriff Dudley did net 
exert himself properly to protect his 
prisoner. 


WILL NOT END THE CASE. 
The decision of the governor an- 


nounced yesterday will not end the 
case, it is believed, as Attorney Bays, 
for Dudley, has announced that the 
case will be carried to the courts to 
test the constitutionality of the law. 
He is confident that the law will not 
stand when submitted to close an- 
alysis and strict construction. 
On 


the other hand, Attorney General 
Taylor is confident the law is consti- 
tutional and that it is not only a 
most valuable statute to have on the

His wife was his inspiring 


and energetic coadjutor in nil 
his 


ambitious enterprises. Honor, fame 
and preferment came 
easy to his 


hand nnd when in 1856 Fremont be- 
came the nominee of the then new 
republican party for the presidency, 
his career seemed about to be round- 
ed out with the chief of all worldly 
honors. 
Defeat, however, fell to his 


portion, and worse than defeat, for 
he was wholly undone. His star be- 
gan its decline and the remainder of 
his life was sorely fretted with dis- 
appointments, the opposition of the 
Jealous and the unmistakable knowl- 
edge that his renown had faded and 
his prestige had departed. 
Fre- 


mont's star declined into almost ut- 
ter obscurity and his wife, once the 
brilliant, powerful unu courted wo- 
man, spent her last years in a re- 
tirement that was only rescued from 
destitution by the charity of friends. 
History, however, will be more just 
to the memory of the dead than her 
contemporaries were to the living. 
Her ambition the mainspring of her 
husband's 
greatest 
achievements,

FORT WAYNE MAN RELEASED. 


Los Angeles, Col., Dec. 29.—Mrs. 


Jessie Benton Fremont, widow 
of 


General John C. Fremont, died Sat- 
urday night of pneumonia at her 
home in this city at the age of 78 
years. 


Mrs. Fremont was taken ill 
on 


Christmas morning. She grew rapid- 
ly worse and soon lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness, 
from which she never 


rallied. For the last three years the 
aged widow of the "Pathfinder" had 
been extremely feeble as ft result of 
a fall in which she suffered disloca- 
tion of the hip, which had since pre- 
vented her from walking. 
A nat- 


urally strong constitution was im- 
paired by the shock of the fall, and 
recently Mrs. Fremont had required 
the attendance of a trained nurse, 
her advanced years aiding the grad- 
ual decline of her strength. 


Mrs. Fremont was a remarkable 


woman, to whom the territory west 
of the Mississippi river owes more 
than to any other person perhaps in 
the country. 
By withholding the 


dispatch ordering 
her husband to 


abandon his expedition to the Pa- 
cific coast she made the opening of 
that great section possible. 


Mrs. Fremont was the daughter of 


Senator Thomas H. Benton, of Mis- 
souri. As a child she left her home 
in St. Louis with her father and vis- 
ited Washington, the scene later of 
social triumphs. 
One of her 
first 


acquaintances in the national capital 
was President Andrew Jackson, of 
whom she was a great favorite. She 
made her social debut when 13 years 
of ago at a dinner President 
Van 


Buren gave for his son. The follow- 
ing year she was a bridesmaid at the 
marriage of the Bussian minister, 
Bodlsco, "the Splendid." 
Mr. Bu- 


chanan, who later defeated her hus- 
band, General Fremont, for the pres- 
idency, was her groomsman. 
The 


bride 
was given away by 
Henry 


Clay. 


At the age of 16 Mrs. Fremont was 


married to Lieutenant John C. Fre- 
mont, returning to her home after 
the 
elopement. 
Two years later 


when her husband had received or- 
ders to command an independent ex- 
pedition to explore a route to 
the 


Pacific coast she remained at 
home 


while he was engaged in preparing 
for the trip. An order countermand- 
ing the previous official order 
was 


received. 
She withheld it, but sent 


word to her husband to leave imme- 
diately. 
On that expedition he 


reached the Pacific coast and opened 
the great territory intervening be- 
tween it and the Mississippi Valley. 
Mrs. Fremont set out to join him by 
way of Panama in 1848. 
The trip 


was a great hardship, but she did 
not complain. Following her arrival 
she aided her husband materially in 
bringing California into the union 
as a free state. 


Beturning 
to Washington 
when 


her husband was made the first sen- 
ator from the new state, she renewed 
old friendships and made many ac- 
quaintances, 
who 
became 
strong 


friends in after life. When General 
Fremont had been defeated for the 
presidency, Mrs. 
Fremont 
accom- 


panied him to Europe, where 
they 


were received at many of the Eu- 
ropean courts and great honor paid 
them. 


After the death of her husband 


Mrs. Fremont made her home in Los 
Angeles, where she was presentee 
a home by the women of California 
While 
she always was busy she 


found time to write of some of her 
experiences. 
"A Year of American 


Travel" relates a few of her early ex- 
periences in California. Other works 
written, by her were ''Souvenirs o: 
My Time," 
"A Sketch of Senatoi 


Fremont," "Story of the Guard" anc 
"Will and Way Stories." 


Mrs. 
Fremont was engaged on hei 


biography when she died. 
She hat

SULTAN OF MOROCCO 


BHICJDES PftUCE 


Prepares for a Siege by the 


Rebels-Moorish Imperial 


Army Defeated. 


Tangier, Morocco, Dec. 29.—The 


sultan of Morocco is said to have re- 
tired to the palace at fez with all his 
available artillery and ammunition 
and to have strongly barricaded him- 
self in consequence of a threatened 
attack on the part of the rebels. 


IMPERIAL ARMY BOOTED. 


London, Dec. 29.—The complete 


rout at Taza of the Moorish imperial 
army by rebels under the leadership 
of the pretender to the throne, which 
was reported Dec. 23, has been offi- 
cially confirmed. The imperial forces 
abandoned their guns, rifles, ammu- 
nition, tents and beasts of burden 
and fled precipitately to Fez. 


A dispatch from Tangier, 
dated 


Friday, says: 
"On Dec. 23 ten 


thousand 
Shereefian troops, com- 


manded by a brother of the sultan's 
minister of war, received orders to 
concentrate and take the offensive 
against the pretender at Taza. 
Be- 


fore the Shereeflans 
moved 
upon 


him, 
the pretender 
attacked them 


with large bodies of cavalry. 
The 


imperial army was surrounded, com- 
pletely routed and fled in disorder 
toward Fez, abandoning all material 
of war. 
The first fugitives arrived 


at Fez on the morning of Dec. 24. 
The gates at Fez at present are shut; 
shops there are closed and the popu- 
lation is greatly excited, but there 
has been no disorder. The European 
colony at Fez, numbering about 
twenty persons, is taking no steps 
to leave the town and appears to be 
satisfied that it is in no imminent 
danger, although the situation is 
regarded as serious. It is said the 
pretender's followers have received 
numerous additions since his succes- 
ses, and he is already 
negotiating 


with the tribes 
of the Wedmaweb 


valley. The population of Fez is re- 
ported to be generally hostile to the 
sultan and ready to acclaim any pre- 
tender who 17111 guarantee the town 
from pillage. No details of the im- 
perial losses have yet been received, 
but it is rumored that 2,000 of the 
sultan's soldiers 
were 
killed or 


wounded. The authorities here are 
trying to minimize the disaster. It 
Is declared that a section of the im- 
perial troops scat as reinforcements 
deserted to the rebels and aided in 
driving the 
loyal troops back to 


Fez." 


MISSIONARIES QUIT FEZ. 


London, Dec. ?.9.—A dispatch from 


Tangier, dated yesterday, received in 
London today, gives notice of the 
departure of the English women mis- 
sionaries at Fez and Tetuan for the 
coast. 
Wo mention is made of the 


departure of the Americans, several 
of whom were stationed at Fez and 
Moquinez, nor of the departure of 
the English male missionaries. 


SPAIN READY FOB, TROUBLE. 
Madrid, Dec. 29.—The Spanish gov- 


ernment is preparing for eventuali- 
ties in Morocco 
and 
has 
ordered 


troops at Malaga, Cadiz nn<J Algecl- 
ras to be held in readiness to prompt- 
ly reinforce the garrisons at Ceuta 
and Melilla, Morocco, should the sit- 
uation require it. A Spanish cruiser 
has been ordered to Tangier. 


According to dispatches received 


here from Tangier the rebels chased 
the troops of the sultan of Morocco 
to the gates of Fez. 


It is reported that the Europeans 


are preparing to leave Fez.
